1 5 got up from the seat; she took off her jewelry. 

1 6 The officers were all standing in front 

17 of us and then she stood up and put out her hands 

1 8 (demonstrating) and he put the handcuffs on her. 

19 At which point I said why she was being arrested. 
2 Q. Now, do you know why this officer said 
21 to Monique that she was resisting arrest? 

2 2 A.I don't know, and that's the question 



1 that I asked, how can you say that we're resisting 

2 arrest? Because the officer didn't say just 

3 "she," she was saying that "we" were resisting 

4 arrest. And 1 said I don't understand how that's 

5 the case when we're just sitting here. 

6 Q. When you were up - previously when you 

7 were up at the counter talking to Officer Scott, 

8 did he give you any instruction about how to 

9 proceed? 

10 A. No. 

11 Q. When you left that counter area, did he 

1 2 ask you to come back to the counter area? 

13 A. No. 

14 Q. Did you refuse to speak to him or 

1 5 anyone else at the point? 

16 A. No, he refused to speak to the 

1 7 attorney; we didn't refuse to speak to him 

18 Q. But that was later when the attorney 

1 9 ultimately showed up. 

2 A. No. While I was on the phone with the 

2 1 attorney I explained to him what was going on, 

2 2 that they were saying that she had to either pay

the fine or be arrested. And the attorney said 
can I speak to him. 

And I would point to him and the phone 
and he said that he couldn't talk to him, he 
couldn't talk to the attorney over the phone.

And then after that is when this female 
officer came in? 

A. Several officers approached us. 
Q. Okay, but that was after -- so the 
sequence of events is that you were up at the 
counter with Officer Emerman, you went to go sit

And the whole time I was asking why she 
was being arrested. 

Q. At any time during this ~ up until 
this point did Monique raise her voice at all?

Q. And was Monique ultimately put in 
handcuffs? 

A. She was not put in handcuffs in front 
of me. 1 kept -- my whole point was why was she 
being arrested; no one would tell me why she was 
being arrested. 
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And she kept saying Mom, it's okay, 
I'll just do whatever they want me to do. 

Q. Okay, so you never saw her cuffed. 

A. I never saw her cuffed. 

Q. Okay, do you have any reason to believe 
that she was ever cuffed? 

A. No. 

Q. Okay. 

A. Not - not that particular day. 

Q. Okay. 

Now, did any of the officers - the 

1 2 officers who were speaking with you specifically 

1 3 used the word "arrest"? 
A. Yes. 

Q. The term she has to be arrested? 
A. Yeah, Scott said specifically she had 

17 to be arrested. The black female officer said she 

1 8 had to be arrested, either pay the fine or she had 

19 to be arrested. 
Q. Okay. 

A. Which is why I called the attorney. 
Q. Okay. 

1 At some point did you speak with 

2 Officer Anderson? 

3 A. Yes, I did. 

4 Q. Okay, and what was your interaction 

5 with him? 

6 A. Officer Anderson, at the point where 

7 Monique put her hands out for them to put the 

8 cuffs on her, I just continued to ask why she was 

9 going to be arrested. And I asked if they were 

1 going to arrest her to wait until the attorney 

1 1 could be present for them, you know, to make an 

12 arrest. 

13 So the officers were — I felt like 

14 they were trying to intimidate us. So Officer 

15 Anderson was playing good guy. Oh, don't woixy 

1 6 about it, I'm not really going to arrest her. 

1 7 That's not what's going on, I'm just going to live 

1 8 scan her. 

19 Q. Okay, and did he explain what live scan 
2 is? 

21 A. That's what 1 kept asking, what's live 

2 2 scan? That's just what we have to do in order for 
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you to request your trial date. 

Q. Okay, so Officer Anderson said that she 
wasn't being arrested. 

A. Officer Anderson said she was not being 
arrested. 

Q. And did he say anything else to you at 
that point? 

A. I asked him to explain what live 
scanning was. And he said that's the procedure 
that they have to follow in order for her to 
request a trial date. 

Q. Okay. 

A. He just had to take her fingerprints 
and then he'll request the trial date for her. 

Q. Okay, so he said that -- he said that 
she'd have to be fingerprinted? 

A. He said he would have to take her 
fingerprints in order to request a trial date. 

Q. And, in fact, do you know if that is 
what happened? 

A. She told me that he took her 
fingerprints and that he asked her to sign a piece 



of paper, which 1 later saw, which said she had 
been arrested and charged with a crime. 

Q. Okay, okay. 

Now, did officer — did you observe any 
officers at any point put their hands on Monique? 

A. Officer Anderson. 

Q. And describe that, please. 

A. Well, he's the one that took her back. 

Q. How did he — how did he touch her? 

A. 1 don't recall. 

Q. Okay, and she — at this point she went 
back with Officer Anderson? 

A. Yes. 

Q. After he had come down and kind of 
explained, you said played good guy, but after he 
had spoken with you that's when he took her back? 

A. Correct. 

Q. How long was — did you see where he 
took her? 

A. He took her down behind closed doors in 
the station. 

Q. Okay, and how long was she gone for?

Q. Did any officer ever say don't leave? 

A. i don't know what Officer Anderson 
would have said to her behind closed doors. 

Q. Okay. 

A. But no, they did not say don't leave 
while we were sitting on the bench. 

Q. Did you ever hear - 

A. We could not leave while the officers 
were standing there because we couldn't get out;,

they blocked us in. 

Q. How do you mean blocked you? 

A. They stood physically in front of us. 
There were at least six officers standing in front 
of us. 

Q. But those officers were discussing with 
you — 

A. No, they weren't. They were telling us 
that she needed to be arrested because she was 
resisting arrest. 

Q. And that was the one officer who you 
say was — I believe you said, I don't know if it 
was you or Monique - she was pregnant? 

A. There were several officers standing in 
front of us. When we walked into the station 
there were three officers behind the desk. 

When we were sitting on the bench and 
they said she had to be arrested, several of the 
officers from behind the bench and from other 
places in the station had come to converge in 
front of us. We could not leave; we could not get 
up without ~ I would not have fell comfortable

attempting to walk out of there. 
Q. Okay. 
A. And we didn't. 

Q. None of the officers ever told you 
don't leave though? 
A. No. 

MR. CORNONI: Objection, asked and 
answered.

Q. After Officer — I guess Sergeant 
Emerman came and talked to you, what happened 
after that?

A. I don't recall talking to him about 
anything besides what was going on that day. 

Q. Okay, I'm just trying to find out 
exactly what was said. 

You said that he was talking to you 
about hve scanning and finger printing. Did he 
say anything else to you? 

A. The conversation that I had with 
Officer Emerman and with the attorney had to do 
with - I was asking for an explanation of whether 
or not she had actually been an-ested. Because I 
don't know police procedures. And I didn't know 
what was really going on, why one officer would 
say an-est and the other one would say live scan 
and the other one would say fingerprinting. 
Those were the questions that I was 
asking. 
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
